Streamline the Legislature! 
a k \E of the chief benefits Pennsyhanians 
could expect from voter approval of the 
f onstitutional reform questions on the May 
36 prim ar? election ballot is the updating 
and improving of the State Legislature. 
Four main areas of improvement are 
contained in the questions before the voters: 
1) The legislature would become a 
continuing body for two-year periods. 
Presently, when the Legislature ad­ 
journs after its first year, it ceases to exist 
until it goes hack into session the following 
year. 
Question 2 A on the ballot would make it a 
continuing body for the two years, just as the 
United States Congress is. This means that 
r\rn though adjourned, the Legislature's 
committees would continue to exist and 
could spend otherwise wasted months work­ 
ing on the next year’s programs. 
Along with allowing more careful prep­ 
aration of legislation In committees, this 
would also make it possible for the Legis­ 
lature to get its work done faster when it did 
go into session. 
Also, in a continuing hody, hills 
awaiting action between sessions would 
not have to be reintroduced as is now 
the case at considerable waste of time 
and money. 
And members would be able to pre in­ 
troduce bills while the Legislature was in 
recess, once again making it possible for 
more thorough study before the Legislature 
reconvened. 
The public constantly criticizes Harris­ 
burg lawmakers for the slowness with which 
they get their work done after a session get* 
underway. Making; the Legislature a continu­ 
ing body would go a long way toward stream ­ 
lining the present 19th Century pace at which 
the lawmakers are forced to work. 
I) 'The 'Legislature would! be able to 
pass general legislation every year, 
instead of every other year. 
Presently, the Legislature can pass laws 
other than appropriation measure» only in 
odd-numbered years. 
In even-numbered years, no matter how 
urgent the public problem, nothing can he 
done about it unless the expensive and 
cumbersome process of calling a special 
session is resorted to hv the Governor. 
Nine ‘yes” votes on May 16 wmuld change 
this antiquated system, once again modeling 
the Legislature after the United States Con­ 
gress and allowing general legislation to ha 
passed in any year. 
3) The procedure under which the 
Legislature conducts Its business 
would be streamlined. 
The constitutional requirements dealing 
with the form and printing of hills would be 
modernized, thus making the lawmaking 
process far less costly and clumsy. 
The old provision that before passage bills 
m u at be re ad a ix 1.1 m es In their entl ret y (th ree 
times In. each House) would be repealed! (un­ 
less 15 percent of the members requested 
'the readings). 
In fact, the Legislature generally 
I Ignores this Constitutional requirement, 
1 otherwise It would never get anything 
! done since many pieces of legislation 
would take hours just to be read. 
Without repealing this section, however, 
a disgruntled member could continue to 
threaten to have the reading requirement en­ 
forced as a method to get his way on some 
special axe he is grinding. 
4) T h e 
constitutional 
convention 
would be able to recommend pro­ 
cedures for enforcing the constitu­ 
tion's requirement that the Legis­ 
lature apportion Itself every ten 
years. 
The Constitution presently requires that 
each House of the Legislature reapportion 
itself following the census every ten years. 
The Constitution, 
however, 
does 
not 
specify what happens If the Legislature fails 
to act. The State Senate, therefore,, went 
from 1923 uní I 1966 without re apportion men!. 
Then, the Senate still didn’t act and the 
job was done by the courts. 
The Constitutional convention would be 
able to come up with recommendations for 
putting teeth in the «apportionm ent re­ 
quirement. 
Voters would then have the opportunity to 
approve or reject the convention's sug­ 
gestion before it became part of the Con­ 
stitution.

A women’s civil rights organi­ 
zation told the federal govern­ 
ment 
that 
segregated help- 
wanted ads in newspapers are 
killing any desire of young girls 
to “ be an astronaut, the Presi­ 
dent or even the Pope.” 
The group, which claims thou­ 
sands of members across the 
nation, said some states have 
laws designed to protect women 
from unscrupulous employers 
but which in reality encourage 
job discrimination. 
“Eleven states have laws that 
state I am not permitted to 
work at a job where I have to 
lift even 25 pounds or more as 
frequently 
as 
only once 
a 
month,” said Mrs. Dorothy IJae- 
ner, a member of the .National 
Organization of Women. 
“ This Is ridiculous.. Twenty- 
five pounds could be the weight 
of a full grocery bundle and. ev­ 
ery mother knows that most 
babies weigh that much in six 
months.

“ And women handle their 
babies far more than once a 
month.” 
She and other witnesses testi­ 
fied at a hearing of the Equal 
Employment 
Opportunities 
Commission on regulations con­ 
cerning sex distinctions in help- 
wanted ads and state laws to 
protect women. 
Mrs. Betty Friedan, president 
of the women’s group and au­ 
thor of “The Feminine Mys­ 
tique.” received resounding ap­ 
plause from the audience of 100- 
mostly women-when she said: 
“ I would like little girls growing 
up to say “ I would like to be an. 
astronaut, the President, and 
even the Pope. I want them, to 
aspire.” 
She said the practice of plac­ 
ing classified want ads in news­ 
papers under the heading of Fo­ 
ma le or Male serves to perpetu­ 
ate discrimination and then kills 
the desire of these young girls 
to aspire. 
“ A Negro who has been told 
all his life he can’t be anything 
but a porter doesn’t aspire to be 
anything else. The same thing 
happens in women. The fact 
that many women bow out is an 
effect of this discrimination,” 
said Mrs. Friedan.

wants the commission to make 
it illegal for an advertiser to 
place an ad in columns listed as 
either Male or Female.

Poverty and Riches . . . 
All in Stone’s Throw . . .

Dear Bob Brant: 
★ HONG KONG is said to offer more in a 
small area than any other territory in Asia. 
It has great natural beauty—deep-green, 
humped islands set in shimmering, junk- 
studded blue of the South China sea; se­ 
cluded bays with golden-sand beaches and 
pine trees at their fringes; barren hillsides,, 
blood-red sunsets. 
There are spectacular hill.ro ads—espe­ 
cially to “'The Peak,” where a view of the 
harbor is brea/th-taking, 
There are colonial buildings with 
wrought-iron railings and Portuguese 
shutters, reminding a. traveler of New 
Orleans. 
There also is drabness in the slums, 
factory towns and hillsides scarred by ero-

sion, quarrying and reclamation work. There 
are peace and uproar with a mile of each 
other. 
Hong Kong seems to offer the most glar­ 
ing extremes of poverty and affluence. Its 
poor (mainly refugees from China) live in 
horrible shacks on the hillsides. 
Its rich 
occupy fancy homes on the hills. 
* # * 
★ IT IS a racially tolerant city. 
Inter­ 
marriage between Chinese and Europeans is 
common. There is no color bar, since the 
Chinese are as race conscious as Europeans 
and Americans. They seek to minimize fric­ 
tion. 
The various races show good manners, 
and relations are rather affectionate. 
Hong Kong is essentially a Chinese 
city, but Westernized on the surface. Be­ 
yond the wealthy districts there are 
many streets of Chinese shopfronts and 
living quarters that haven’t changed 
much since the 19th Century. 
In the countryside, farm, and village 
life go on. as they have for thousands of 
years past. 
This visit coinciding with the C1i.in.ese New 
Year (the year of the ram ), the countryside 
displayed many nurseries showing blossom­ 
ing peach trees. The blossoms just were 
showing. The trees were wrapped carefully. 
They were a necessary decorative adjunct to 
New Year’s. The Chinese uses these in his 
home—some costing as much as $500 Hong 
Kong.

★ CHINESE FOOD was a gastronomic ex­ 
perience not to be missed. This delight w as 
not to be compared with “Chinese food” 
served in American or even “Chinese” res­ 
taurants. Nor the canned “chop suey”. 
Chinese food in Hong Kong bears no re­ 
lation to the American variety. 
A “must”, your visitors were told, 
was a visit to the “Sea Palace” at Aber­ 
deen, where we were ferried by sampan 
navigated by a woman to a floating res­ 
taurant. 
There the menu consisted of crab meat 
and sweet, coro, soup, fried prawns, baked lob­ 
ster with onion sauce, fried groups,,, sweet 
and! .sour sauce; crab meat Fu-Wong, chow 
fan, Young-Show style, and, fruit, amply 
laced with Jasmine tea, served in tumblers. 
The dishes were not salty or greasy. 
There was another “ must” , prescribed 
by most of the China Bear’s officers. 
It was “Duck,” which is basted with salad 
oil and roasted till crisp and then served in 
three courses: First the skin is dipped in 
thick soya bean paste with raw green onions 
and wrapped in Chinese tortillas; next the 
meat is served in a similar manner with or 
without tortillas; lastly, the bones of the duck 
are boiled in soup with cabbage and mush­ 
rooms.

Dr. Carlson’s Death 
Launches New Horizons 
By GEORGE W. CORNELL 
AP Religious Writer 
NEW YORK (AP)—A man is 
martyred. And his work in­ 
creases. 
That classic Christian para­ 
dox, by which gain springs from 
loss and triumph from defeat, 
today marks the new chapter in 
the case of the late Dr. Paul 
Carlson. 
“Through his death, more is 
coming about than he had hoped 
for or even dreamed,” said his 
widow, Lois. 
Since her missionary-doctor 
husband was slain by Congolese 
rebels Nov., 1964, Mrs. Carl­ 
son has worked to further the 
cause he served. 
And it has taken on larger 
dimensions. One man’s death 
for it has given it more life, 
through many. 
"The concern is much greater 
than he could possibly have gen­ 
erated if he had lived,” she said 
in an interview. 
* * * 
The aftermath has resulted in 
formation of the Paul Carlson 
Foundation of Chicago, which 
has projected a broad program 
for augmenting medical work in 
the Congo. 
This month, in its initial un­ 
dertaking, it is shipping to the 
Congo a quarter million dollars 
worth of drugs and medical sup­ 
plies, donated by several phar­ 
ma cent ical firms. Mrs. Carlson 
was here to watch the cargo 
loaded. 
"In places where it’s so badly 
needed, medical help can con­ 
vey the message of love where 
other methods aren’t under­ 
stood,” she said. “When people 
see their families get well, they 
know we are friends. It’s very 
tangible.” 
A cherry, blue-eved blonde, 
Mrs. Carlson, 38, now lives with 
her two children, Wayne, 12, 
and Lynette, 9, in Torrance, 
Calif., and lectures extensively, 
sparking support for the new 
foundation’s program. 
* * * 
It aims at improving services 
at Congo hospitals in Tandala. 


Karawa and Wasolo, where her 
husband served, and to estab­ 
lish a large, newr hospital, the 
Paul Carlson Medical Center on 
the River Loko, with teaching 
services to train Congolese 
doctors. 
A member of the Evangelical 
Convenant Church, as was her 
husband, Mrs. Carlson said that 
deeds, mot just persuasion, are 
essential in carrying Christ’s 
gospel to men. She herself is a. 
registered nurse. 
“You can’t just go and tell 
people of God’s love and not do 
anything about it,” she said. 
“You don’t always have to say 
words to showT love. When you 
help people; even if you can't 
speak their language, the mes­ 
sage gets through.” 
Asked if she thought church 
mission agencies were going in 
too heavily for services to the 
needy abroad, 
rather than 
preaching, as some critics have 
claimed, she said, "I think we 
need to go in heavily for serv­ 
ices.“The world has become so 
small and many people have so 
little. They know that America 
has so much materially. We 
have the means—and that’s how 
we can help. That's how’ we can 
show forth Christ’s image. 
“We can’t forget the spiritual 
aspect, but'we have to win the 
right to speak by what we do. 
However, if we act w ithout love, 
and only as a duty, people know 
that, too.”

She told of a sick African 
woman walking miles, passing 
up a government dispensary on. 
the way, to get to a church clin­ 
ic. Asked why she had come so 
far, bypassing the nearer hospi 
tal, she explained: “You give 
me medicine with love.” 
And that was the combina­ 
tion, she said, which her hus­ 
band dispensed. 
Carlson, who had given up a 
lucrative California practice to 
set up his medical station at 
Wasolo, took his family to safe­ 
ty when rebel violence erupted. 
But he returned to the thick of it 


to care for the injured. 
Seized by the rebels, he was 
shot in a massacre of captives, 
moments before rescue force 
arrived. 
"He was not a preacher,” 
Mrs. Carlson said. “He was not 
one to get up in front of every­ 
body and expound. He worked 
with people, talked with them 
and helped them, and they knew 
what he represented.”

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President Leaves Door Open on Troops Boost Decision 


PRESIDENT JOHNSON 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi­ 
dent Johnson said Wednesday 
no decision is imminent on 
whether to' send more troops to 
Vietnam. However, he indicated 
such proposals are in the works. 
Johnson told a surprise news 
conference he is not even con­ 
sidering at this time any recom ­ 
mendations to boost Vietnam 
troop strength beyond the 470,- 
000 men already contemplated 
for the end of this year, 
However, he said the Penta­ 
gon is evaluating "comments to 
the Joint Chiefs” from Gen. Wil­ 
liam C. Westmoreland and oth­ 
ers. And he said he has no doubt 
the Pentagon will be making 
recommendations to him in the 
weeks ahead. 
But he added: “I do not con­ 
sider anything immediately im ­ 
minent — in the next few days 
or even the next few' weeks.” 
* * * 
Troop levels attracted 
re­ 
newed public attention following 
publication Wednesday of a New 
York Times dispatch from Sai­ 
gon that reported Westmoreland 
had asked Johnson for 600,000 
men. 


The news conference was 
dominated by questions about 
Vietnam and the threat of a na­ 
tionwide rail strike June 10. 
On the rail situation, Johnson 
ruled out seizure or compulsory 
arbitration. But he said he will 
ask Congress, perhaps Thurs­ 
day. to authorize a new' 90-day 
no-strike, no-lockout period dur­ 
ing which a special five-mem­ 
ber presidential board would 
en con r a ge intensive m ed i a t ion 
and frame recommendations. 
He said the details of this plan 
are still being worked out. 
Much of the news conference 
discussion focused 
on home 
front dissent from the adminis­ 
tration’s Vietnam policies. 
When asked if he thought D.R 
Martin Luther King Jr. had 
gone beyond reasonable dissent 
in his public speeches, Johnson 
replied: "We regret when any 
person asks the young people of 
the country to refuse to serve 
what we believe to be the needs 
of the country. We regret it very 
much.” 
*

However, he said he expects 
dissent in a democracy, does 


not seek unanimity but does 
‘"‘deplore and disagree with 
folks w ho burn our flag and who 
lake rather extreme measures.” 
Johnson said he tries to keep 
an open mind to weigh all in­ 
formation available and to do 
"what we really believe is the 
best course for the country.” 
At another point he said, “ We 
try not to think of ourselves in 
possession of all truths.” 
And he said: "You cannot 
overlook the fact that there are 
a good many people who think 
we are not doing enough. There 
are also a good many who think 
we are doing too much.” 
Once again, he said that "we 
will diligently pursue each day 
any route that we could think 
would lead to a peaceful settle­ 
m ent.” 
But he said, "We do not see 
any hopeful prospects at the 
moment.” 
Asked if he thought Hanoi 
might be waiting out the 1968 
elections to see If he is defeated, 
Johnson responded: “ I am not 
privy to their thoughts. I don't 
know 
what 
may 
motivate 
them .” 


When a reporter said there 
seems to be a good deal of pes­ 
simism in the country about 
Vietnam,, Johnson cited West­ 
moreland as his principal au­ 
thority on the status of military 
operations.

But he added: "Generally 
speaking, there is more pessi­ 
mism here than there. There 
are plenty of reasons for sad­ 
ness in both places.” 
Johnson also said, in response 
to a question, that he has seen 
published reports the Soviets 
are considering putting offen­ 
sive missiles into North Viet­ 
nam. 
"We are interested in all re­ 
ports from that area,” he said, 
and did not go further. 
Asked if Vietnam might turn 
to be the destination of 35,000 
U.S. troops being withdrawn 
next year from West Germany, 
Johnson said European troop 
cuts “ have no connection with 
the Vietnam, picture whatever. 
But he said he would not w ant 
to rule out sending American, 
forces anywhere "under certain 
circumstances.” 


Asked if the Soviets have indi­ 
cated they 
might withdraw 
some of their troops from East­ 
ern Europe, Johnson, replied: 
"What the Russians do is a m at­ 
ter for them to decide. We be­ 
lieve that such actions as we 
take will not materially affect 
our capability.” 
On domestic items, Johnson 
talked about his proposal, for a 
tax increase and Republican 
efforts to amend the federal 
school aid law. 
The chief executive said he 
believes a six per cent tax sur­ 
charge, proposed for later this 
year, would be needed to raise 
revenue and would "serve a 
good purpose from the stand­ 
point of economy.” 
He said the administration, 
hopo* that when Congress con­ 
siders the tax legislation argu­ 
ments in favor of higher taxes 
“ will be compelling and persua­ 
sive even to those who have 
their doubts now.” 
On school, aid, Johnson said, he 
does not want to speak as a par­ 
tisan but opined that if the law 
were torn to pieces now, "it 
would be disastrous for the 


school children of this country.” 
He said any meat ax ap­ 
proach would "take us hack a 
decade instead, of moving us 
forward.”

He added that he hopes Con­ 
gress will strengthen the law 
‘instead of tearing it down.” 
On another domestic matter, 
Johnson withheld comment on, 
the efforts by Sen. Russell Long, 
I)-La,, to defend, a 1966 law that, 
would permit taxpayers to ear­ 
mark $1 of their income tax 
payments as contributions to 
political parties. 
When asked about a Senate 
Republican staff report that 
suggested the GOP divorce it­ 
self from Johnson's Vietnam 
policies, the President said this 
document "looks kind of like— 
well, I don’t know'.” 
Instead of commenting on the 
staff paper, Johnson pointed to 
a statement of support Tuesday 
from Senate Republican Leader 
Everett M. Dirksen, of Illinois, 
and added, “ I do not find myself 
in very much disagreement gen­ 
erally with him, on these m at­ 
ters.”

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Shafer Says 93 Year Old Constitution

JOHNSTOWN, Pa. (AP) — 
Pennsylvania’s 93-year-old con­ 
stitution forces the state gov­ 
ernment and municipalities to 
s'pend up to $100 million a year 
in unnecessary interest charges, • 
Gov. Shafer said Wednesday; 
night. 
He said this sum. is enough to 
pay the cost of educating one 
out of every 10 children in the 
state. 
If the voters approve calling 
a constitutional convention, he 
said, “changing the state’s out­ 
moded and wasteful borrowing 


system, would be the first order 
of business.** 
He made the remarks to a 
public hearing sponsored, by a. 
Modern Constitution, for Penn­ 
sylvania, inc. 
The speech was part of a two- 
week, statewide tour Shafer and, 
other Republican and Democrat 
leaders are making to campaign 
for the referendum, for the con­ 
stitutional convention and the 
eight constitutional amendments 
which will appear on. the May 
primary ballot. 
| Shafer said the present, con­ 


stitution puts a ceiling of $1 
million on the state debt, thus 
forcing the state and municipa­ 
lities to set up authorities in or­ 
der to borrow additional money. 
“These 
authorities ... pay 
higher interest than would be 
the case if the borrowing was 
done on, the credit of the Com­ 
monwealth or the local govern­ 
ments,” he said. 
“It has been estimated that in 
the course of a year authority 
'borrowing costs Pennsylvania, 
taxpayers $100' million more 
I than, direct borrowing would..” 


Earlier in the day, the gov-| 
ernor told a breakfast meeting 
in York that revising the con­ 
stitution would also streamline 
the legislature. 
He said one of the amend­ 
ments would make it a contin­ 
uing body for two years, like 
the U. S. Congress. 
“This means that, even though 
adjourned, 
the 
legislature’s 
committees would continue to 
exist and could spend otherwise 
wasted months working on next 
year’s programs,” he said, 
i Attorney General William C.

vote’’ edict.

court, the Appellate Division of 
S tate Suprem e Court, took that 
position on plans subm itted by 
two counties to reapportion the 
board of 
supervisors 
through 
weighted voting. 
It w as expected that the cases 
would be appealed to the sta te ’s 
highest court, the Court of Ap­ 
peals.

W eighted voting is a system 
in which the supervisor or coun­ 
ty legislator casts a vote c a rry ­ 
ing a value determ ined by the 
num ber of people he represents. 
In a 6-1 decision, the appellate 
court held th a t counties should 
be 
geographically 
redistricted 
on the basis of population or 
supervisors should be elected on 
an at-large basis, representing 
the entire county. 
Associate Judge J. C larence 
Herlihy, w riting for the m ajori­ 
ty, said weighted voting was not 
as unrepresentative as the sys­ 
tem of supervisors from each 
town or w ard casting an equal 
vote regardless of population. 
But he term ed it unconstitu­ 
tional and said “ weighted voting 
as thus far presented to this 
court cannot satisfy the m an­ 
d ate” of “one m an, one vote.” 
He said the result of weighted 
voting 
is 
“ discrim ination 
against sm aller d istricts.” 
In a dissenting opinion. Asso­ 
ciate Justice Ellis J. Staley Jr. 
said modified w eighted voting 
“ provides som e of the advan­ 
tages for each political subdivi­ 
sion while insuring a m easure of 
equality of apportionm ent ac ­ 
cording to population.”
